On motion of Mr. Ahern of Concord the chairman was 
instructed to appoint a committee of ‘five members to 
confer with the county commissioners relative to appro- 
priations and any other needs of the county that should 
be considered by the convention and to report at a later 
meeting. 

On motion of Mr. Ahern of Concord, the meeting 
was adjourned subject to the call of the chairman.

GENTLEMEN: 


We herewith submit our estimate of the necessary 
expenses of Merrimack County for each of the years 
1922 and 1923: 


County Farm $25,000 
Poor away from Farm 34,000 
Aid to Soldiers and Sailors 4,000 
County Jail 3,500 
Court House and Co. Officers 6,500 
Salaries and Expenses 5,500 
Superior Court 19,000 
Aid to Needy Blind 1,700 
Interest 2,300 
Miscellaneous 400 


Total $101,900 
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Figures from the county report, now in the hands of 
the printer, show the expenses of the county for the 
year 1920 to have been $106,479.02, including the ap- 
propriation of $5,000 for the Farm Bureau, voted by the 
delegation of 1919. With the exception of the Court ex- 
penses and the aid voted for the support of the Farm Bu- 
reau, the expenses of the County have not increased dur- 
ing the last few years. 

At the close of the year 1920, the County had no out- 
standing bonds or notes, and there was a cash balance in the 
treasury of $2,942.78.

Sheriff Wooster was called upon by the chairman to 
explain the needs and the increased expense of the office 
of Sheriff for Merrimack County, and to discuss the jail 
situation. 

On motion of Mr. Lee of Concord a committee consist- 
ing of the ladies present—Mary L. R. Farnum, Mrs. Otis, 
Mrs. Britton, Mrs. Tuck and Mrs. Blue— was appointed 
to consider a new name for the Merrimack County Farm 
and to present the same at some future meeting to the 
Chairman. 

On motion of Mr. Ahern of Concord the delegation 
adjourned to pay a visit to the County Jail and to inspect 
the same.

House Bill, No. 197 relating to the salary of sheriff of 
Merrimack County was read by the Clerk. 

Mr. Ely of Pittsfield spoke in favor of postponing ac- 
tion on the bill until the so-called Salary Bill pending in 
the House came up. Mr. Lee of Concord spoke in sup- 
port of such action being taken. 

Mr. Upton of Concord spoke in favor of the passage 
of the bill in its present form. Mr. Brown of Concord 
spoke in suppor of the same. 

Mr. Keniston of Allenstown moved the bill be reported 
favorably. Motion withdrawn—out of order. 

Mr. Wooster spoke against the bill: 
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Mr. Ahern spoke in regard to an office for the Sheriff 
being maintained in Merrimack County Court House. 
Mr. Lee spoke in support of the same. 

House Bill, No. 144, in relation to the clerk hire in the 
office of the Register of Probate in Merrimack County 
was read by the Clerk. 

The Chairman read a letter from the Register of Merri- 
mack County Probate Court explaining the need for the bill. 

The Hon. Charles R. Corning of Concord spoke in favor 
of the bill. Messrs. Brown, Couch and Upton of Con- 
cord spoke in support of the bill. 

On motion of Mr. Brown of Concord the delegation 
went into executive session. . 

On motion of Mr. Brown of Concord, House Bill, No. 
197, was laid on the table and a committee of three ap- 
pointed by the Chairman to further investigate the matter 
and report at a future meeting.

To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County 
herewith present the annual report of the County Com- 
missioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm and House 
of Correction, Clerk of the Superior Court, Sheriff, Jailor, 
Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain and Auditors for the 
year ending December 31, 1921. 


CouNnTY FARM. 


The County Farm continues under the efficient direction 
of Superintendent and Matron, Mr and Mrs. J. M. Lor- 
den. Knowing the many complex and difficult duties which 
come to the management of an institution of this kind, we 
are much pleased with the success which has awarded their 
faithful and painstaking efforts. On Dec. 21, the House of 
Correction building was visited by a fire which for a_ time 
threatened to destroy the whole building—with the mer- 
cury near the zero mark and the wind blowing with gale 
force— the officers and men at the farm, ably assisted by 
firemen from Franklin, Boscawen and Penacook, by good 
work saved the building from entire destruction. The 
loss was appraised at $7,995.00, which was covered by in- 
surance. This fire demonstrated the fact that the institu- 
tion has a splendid high-pressure water system. 

For detailed statistics regarding the number of people 
cared for during the year, and of produce raised, cash 
receipts, etc., we would refer you to the report of the Sup- 
erintendent on anoher page.

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REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN 


Custom’ requires the Chaplain to make a report to be 
printed in this volume along with other reports relating to 
the more material though more vital interests of the institu- 
tion. Reports arise as naturally as cream on milk from the 
disciplined minds of selectmen, commissioners and treasu- 
rers but the cream that naturally rises to the surface of a 
preacher’s mind is a preachment from the milk of human 
kindness. This chaplain, therefore, may ask to be excused 
if he becomes sermonical. Our text is from the great uni- 
versal Bible. It is the cream of the dictionary. It is the 
dearest word in the language. “Home, Sweet Home.” 
Some genious for new ideas has proposed to christen this 
institution with a new name and. call it “The New Home,” 
“The County Home,” or some other name that would sug- 
gest the home idea. The formal ceremony has not taken 
place, and it may not be necessary so long as we have the 
thing. All who serve the institution in any manner appear 
to be inspired with the home idea. Though we still use the 
word “inmates,” we think of our family here as a family in 
a new home. In the varied misfortunes of life homes are 
broken up and their members become homeless. For such 
people this new home is provided by a sympathetic public. 
The members of our family are well cared for: good whole- 
some food, home-made, sanitation as good as in any home 
in the county, home-like medical attendance, brotherly and 
sisterly personal service with special attention to the aged 
and the feeble. And in the spirit of co-operation with these 
services the chaplain endeavors to herald the good news of 
a home religion. 

The great event of each year in the home Christmas tree 
and entertainment. Our famous artists, Mr. and Mrs. 
Haggery, with their helpers, showed once more how taste 
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and skill inspired by loving hearts, can make paper and ever- 
greens and other common things, symbols of the great ideals 
of Christmas. They made the star of Bethlehem to rad- 
iate in the chapel and beauty to flood the whole home. Mrs. 
Calley, mother of our family, introduced a new group of 
musicians from Hill, whose selections of vocal and instru- 
mental music were much enjoyed. Then all became children 
once more as the Commissioners picked the fruit from the 
trees, not “forbidden fruit,” but the expression of good 
will from interested friends. 

Only one cloud hung over the Home that Christmas day. 
Our honored Commissioner, James Colby, was suffering 
from what proved to be his last illness. His was a nature 
rich in good humor, heartiness and a genuine interest in 
his kind. He was a brother beloved who is missed by all 
who knew him. So the workers pass but their work abides. 

Many of our people here treasure the memories of their 
former homes and are greatly helped by visits and other 
ways of showing interest by old friends. We would like to 
wireless a message to the people of the different towns in 
the county urging them to send more such messages. A 
card with news items or a marked copy of a newspaper 
would help them to pass the time which sometimes drags 
heavily. Anything which would help the managers with 
their difficult problems would be a most valuable service.

December 31, 1921.

Of these respondents four were sentenced to prison, two 
to jail, two to the House of Correction and in five cases 
sentence was suspended.

Of these cases three were sentenced to prison, one to 
jail, and two to the House of Correction and in seven 
cases sentence was suspended upon payment of substan- 
tial costs. 
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I am glad to report that this year has been in happy 
contrast to 1920 in the matter of automobile accidents. 
While of course accidents of a minor sort have occurred, 
only one has been serious enough to require investigation. 
A child was killed in Pembroke by an automobile but the 
facts seemed so clear that an inquest was not deemed 
necessary. 

On November 13, Giles Emerson was shot and killed 
by Frank R. Garland on the outskirts of Concord but 
Garland committed suicide almost immediately. On April 
15, the body of George K. Brown, a farmer about seventy 
years old, was found lying on his premises in an isolated 
part of the town of Hill. The County authorities were 
notified late that day but the roads were in such bad con- 
dition that it was impossible for them to reach the body 
until Saturday, the 16th. The victim undoubtedly was 
brutally murdered about Sunday, April 10 and his body 
had laid in the open for almost a week before it was dis- 
covered. Every clue was followed and all suspicious char- 
acters in the neighborhood were thoroughly investigated. 
Nevertheless, in spite of the expenditure of much time 
and energy, this murder is added to the long list of un- 
explained mysteries in Merrimack County. 

The liquor situation remains under control and while 
there is violation of the law to some extent it occurs under 
conditions of secrecy which prevent its detection by the off- 
cers. There is no doubt, however, that general condi- 
tions in this respect continue to improve and I believe that 
on the whole they are better than they have ever been 
before.
